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Not Such a Bad Year 

N OUR favorite automotive daily newspaper there recently 
| appeared a news item to the effect that American cars 
had had a bad year in England in 1926. Based on the num- 
ber of actual sales of American cars in Great Britain, the 
year was not up to the mark set in 1925, but analysis of the 
figures shows a number of bright spots. The larger Ameri- 
ean cars did not do as well, but in the lighter classes there 
was not the slightest cause for complaint. This means simply 
that cars built to meet European necessities of economy and 
low taxation ratios did excellent business. 

General Motors had a splendid year. Willys-Overland 
Crossley did a land office business with the new Whippet. 
The Ford plant in Manchester has now a capacity of about 
500 units per week and the sales of Ford trucks were phe- 
nomenal, because recent changes in taxation methods give a 
considerable advantage to the light “lorry” over its heavier 
competitor. 

Then, too, the American industry in its operations 
in Great Britain is reaping the customary reward of the 
teacher. We taugh English manufacturers the value of 
mass production methods, and they are turning around 
and giving us @ @ own medicine, There are 
now two or three cars built in England to sell around 
$500, and Morris, the big production man over there, 
has aotten his low price down to $825, which is near 
eno? gh to American vices in Britain to make a re al 
fight of it. 

On the other hand, the year in the general export field 
has been particularly brilliant. The total exports will run 
tlose of 750,000 units, with prospects for a 1,000,000-unit 
year in 1927. You see, we are all the time getting closer and 
closer to that prediction of John N. Willys, made a year ago, 
when he said that before very long we would have to send 
2,000,000 cars and trucks overseas. The automotive export 
industry is in the most prosperous condition it ever has
